In this condition he att&cked his wife and 
children, horribly backing them with a 
hatchet early this morning, their cries for 
help being unheard bytheneighbors.

The Pepe and Iriel Catholics, 


Lonpon, Oct. F.— The „ Mr. Thomas 
Power O'Connor’s. paper, Says it is alleged in 
clerical circles that the gummosing to Rome 
of the four archbishops im Ireland is a mere 
formality, necessary to thefulfillment of their 
duty of presenting themselves to the Pope 
once every five years. Ireland, however, 
says the Star, does mot regard their going as 
an innocent and harmless affair. The arch- 
bishops are commended to take with them 
their senior suffragan Bishops. This 
indicates the Pope’s desire to as- 
semble at the Vatican representative 
coungil of the Irish Catbolie Churoh and that 
an important move is pending, and becomes 
more significant when it is known that Bishop 
O’ Dwyer of Limerick will be at the Vatican 
some time before his colleagues arrive here. 
The Star continuing, says: The summoning 
of the Archbishops is believed to be a final 
effort on the part of the Vatican to assist the 
Tories ata critical time, The. are 
near and prompt re ne ary to 
propitiate Lord Salisbury. The Vatican ts 
convinced that it is te its interest to maintain 
the Tories in powerand feels certain that a 
Liberal Government would not continue the 
negotiation in relation to Maltese marriages. 
Besides, the advisers of the Pope 
bitterly resent the refusal of 
the Irish party to take ite 
policy from Rome. The Irish party does not 
concern itself with anything the Pope may 
do. It bas the confidence that the four Arch- 
bishops will advocate the party’s cause, inde- 
pendently as Nationalists and not as ecciesi- 
astics,and they may prevent the Vatican from 
making a last and irretrievable error in ite 
dealings with the Irish Catholics. But the 


.| coterie of Cardinals and Monsignors at the 


call of the English Catholic Tories is now in 
the ascendant in the papal councils and it will 
be nearly impossible to defeat their schemes,

Russian Judicial Reform, 


LONDON, Oct. 17.—Advices from St. Peters- 
burg explain thatthe judicial reforms in 81 
beria and Central Asia will simply 
consist of the appointment of pro- 
vincial courts, in which all offenders will 
be tried witheuta jury, instead of being, as 
now, treated ina summary manner without 
the forms oftrial. The judges of the new 
courts, holding office at the pleasure of the

HAL WAK, Oct. I7.—Capt. Anderson, the Un- 
derwriters’. agent dispatched to Prince 
Edward Island some days azo to look after the 
wreck of the schooner Mary Jane, in which 
disaster all the crew were drowned, has re- 
ported that he was informed by neighboring 
persons that the erew might have been saved 
but fer the action of a Government official, 
who refused to allow the would-be rescuers to 
take the Government life-boat from its shed 
until he had received orders to that effect from 
the authorities. By the time the order was 
received it was too late and all on board the 
schooner had perished. 


Kugland and Servian Products. 


Loxpox, Oct. 17.—The British Minister at 
Belgrade has sent in a voluminous blue book, 
illustrating the possipie advantages to be de- 
rived froman extension of British trade wien 
Servia. He declares that Servia can supply 
pretty nearly everything in the line of food 
products; which are now obtained from the 
United States, and that it would be a good 
way to retaliate for the McKinley tariff to 
obtain sueh commodities from the Servians 
instead of the Americaus.

A Socialist Drops Dead, 


Hattie, Oct 17.—Great excitement was 
caused among the delegates to the Socialist 
Congress to-day by the sudden death of one of 
their number. The congress was engaged in 
discussing means to improve the position of 
the Soclalist press. Herr Baumgarten, one 
of the delegates from Hamburg, was taking 
part m the debate, He was in the midst of an 
argument in presenting which ne bad become 
very excited, when he was seen to stagger. 
These close to him rushed to his ald, but de- 
fore they could reach him he fell to the floor 
dead. The cause of his death is not known, 
butit was probably due to either heart dis- 
ease Or appoplexy. 


The Cuban Conversion Loap. 


LONDON, Oct. 17.—The Madrid correspondent 
of the Daily News says that it is rnomored that 
the remaining $28,000,000 of the Cuban conver- 
sion loan will be issued in December. The 
Times’ Madrid correspondent says he is not 
surprised at the success of the issue for the 
conversion of worthless billetes de guerre. In 
regard tothe remainder of the loan, he says 
the Government will run the risk of the 
Treasury being seriously embarrassed if the 
bondholders should elect te be paid in cash 
rather than accept the new 5 per cent bonds. 


The Tipperary Trial. 


TIPPERARY, Oct. I7.— The trial of the de- 
fendants, who are charged with conspiracy, 
was continued befere the Magistrates’ Court 
to-day. Two witnesses testified that they 
were present at the time the explosion oc- 
curred at the rent office of Mr. Smith-Barry 
in September. 1889, on which occasion the 
building’ was set on fire and destroyed, to- 
gether with all the private papers it con- 
tained. There was a crowd at the fre but 
they absolutely refused to lend theif assist- 
ance in quenching the flames. 


Bismarck’s Name Hissed. 


BERLIN, Oct. 17.—The: Emperor William 
evinces deep interest in the Socialist Congress 
at Halle and is reported to have said that the 
Socialists must prove themselves worthy of 
liberty or they would again be deprived of it. 
Prince Bismarck on the other hand, is said to 
have declared that the empire had admitted 
an enemy within its borders more dangerous 
thanthe French.

___. fession in Jail Which Leads 
to the Arrests. 


New the Authorities ef San Quentia Prison 
Found the Men—Their Arrest Recalls the 
Marvelous Escape ef Four Life Con- 
victa Whe Dug a Passage Through 
Belid Stone—History of the Murder of 
Banker Cummings in a Stage Rebbery, 
for Which Thorne Was Sent Up fer 
Life. 


On Wednesday evening two notorious Cali- 
fornia desperadoes were arrested in Chicago. 
They were Charles H. Thorne alias George H. 
Lee alias Moore alias Dorsey and George H. 
Shinn. The men are wanted in San Francisco 

for escaping from the famous San Quentin 

Prison. They will be takeu back to the 
Pacific Slope as soon asthe proper requis i- 
tion papers arrive. 

Thorne has a St. Louls record. Indeed his 
career of rapine, robbery and 
murder, was brought to a close 
by the diligence and (foresight of the 
St. Louis detectives and police. The records 
of the city jail for 1881 show that Thorne was 
confined in that institution for several weeks. 
Behind that record there is a story,the paral- 
Jel of which for recklessness and bloodthirsty 
daring can hardly be produced. 

In 1880 the Welis-Fargo overland stage was 
one morning stopped in a lonely pass in the 
California Mountains, by two wen. Both of 
the road agents were tall, handsomely, built- 
athletic fellows, masked and armed to the 
teeth with shotguns, revolvers and knives. 
The driver and the Weills-Fargo represen- 
tative submitted tothe highwaymen without 
a murmur, well knowing the desperate char- 
acter of men oftheir stamp. The half dozen 
passengers stood up in line to be searched. 
All went well for the robbers until a San 
Francisco banker named Cummings was 
reached. Cummings had been up 
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Charles H. Therne. 


in the mountains on acollection trip, and had 
more than $10,000in cash in a small satchel 
which he carried in his hand. When his tura 
Came to be searched he resisted and at- 
tempted todrawarevolver. Without a word 
one of the men seized the unfortunate banker, 
and, as by previous arranvement, threw him 
fi nhisback in the middie of the road, 

ot the’ men then placed his foot on the 

trate banker’s breaet while his compan- 
on put asbotgun to his temple and literally 
blew his head to fragments. The other pas- 
pengers were too frightened to afford Cum- 
mings any assistance and the man was bra- 
tally murdered before their eyes. 

After searching Cummings’ body and ob- 
taining the $10,000 in the valise the robbers 
disappeared, having first disabled the horses 
in order to delay any pursuit. As soon as 
possible the alarm was given and armed 
parties scoured the mountains for milés on 
every side. The State of California offered a 
reward of $5,000 for the arrest of the murder- 

rs, and the most intense excitement reigned 

the vicinity, so brutal wus the crime. 
CAPTURED IN THIS CITY. 

About a year afterward the residence of 
James A. Smith, the ice man, living in Caron- 
delet, was one night entered by burglars, who 
ransacked the place and carried away sliver- 
Ware and jewelry of the total value of several 
thousand dollars. Afew days later most of 
the property was found in an out-house near 
by. Officer Hoagland, now a Sergeant on the 
force, bad seen a suspicious looking indi- 
viduai hanging abeut the place. 

He kept bis eyes «pen, and a week later saw 
the man again. He placed him under arrest, 
At the station the prisoner gave his name as 
John P. Collins. A part of the stolen prop- 
erty was traced to his room, and at the March 
erm of the Grand-jury he was indicted for 
burgiary in the second degree and 
jarceny. Among the visitors who called 
te see Uollina while in jail was a prosperous- 
looking middie-aged man who often sent him 
Cigars and articles of food. This stranger’s 
actions became so suspicious that one day 

ctive Pat Lawler took him to one side 
and endeavored to draw him into conversa- 
tion.

The man gave 
his name as Charies H. Thorne. 


THORNE INDIGNANT. 

He was quite indignant at his detention, 
claiming to bea merchant from Union Oity, 
Ind.

ins stood charged. Thorne, however, proved 
that he was a merchant in good standing at 
Union City and was released. At the time he 
had more than $6,000 in cash in his possession. 

Thorne then disappeared. In the meantime

The officers went to Union Oy and arrested 
Thorse. He was found to be leading the 
exempl life of a village merchant, an 
so ingratiated himself into the faver of the 
best men of the town that threats of fynchiug 
the officers were freely indulged in during 
their short stay in the village. Thorne was 
brought to Louls and lodsed in the 
holdover. Requisition papers were obtained 
forthe two men. One day Collina was trans- 
ferred to the holdover from jail. A blacksmith 
and his assistant were secured and spent two 
heurs in the holdover riveting Collins aud 
Thorne together with a set of the 
most powerful chains. Then Burglar 
Williams was liven a loaded shotgun 
and set to watch the two men. In this way 
Auls and Lee took their prisoners to San 
Francisco. They were regularly indicted for 
murder in the first decree. At the trial 
Burglar Williams swore that Collins had con- 
fessed to holding Banker Cummings while 
Thorne blew out his brains. 

THE ESCAPE. 

Before the trial had concluded Thorne 
turned State's evidence, pleaded guilty and 
was let off with a life sentence. He then took 
the witness stand and swore that it was 
Collins who had fired: the shot which ended 
Cummings’ lite. The jury found Oollins gullty 
on this evidence. Four months later the man 
was hanged, 

Thorne was sent to the San Quentin Prison 
to spend the remainder of his days. His cell 
mate was one George H. Shinn, a notorious 
road agent ho Was serving a 
twenty-year term. Both were desper- 
ate men and highly prized their 
liberty. Three months ago they escaped. 
With them went two other long-term convicts 
who occupied a cell in the’ same division. 
Both Thorne and Shinn, on account of their 
superior strength, were putto workin the 

uarry. In some way they managed to ob- 

ain cold Chisel and a suall 
hammer. By working when the cell 
doors were slamming asthe convietse moved 
out and in twice a day they managed after 


nine months’ of toil to chop out of the stone 
floor a solid block. They had prepared a 
piece of wood of the same size as the 
stone, giving it the peculiar ap- 
pearance of the rock by mixing & 
mortar and covering the wood with a coat of 
this substance. A few months more of under- 
4 work and they had burrowed beneath 
he outer wall, more than]30 feet away. Two 
other convicts were then released and one 
night the four made their escape. 

The escape created a big sensation in San 
Francisco and along the slope. It was feared 
that Thorne would go at his old business of 
rohbery in the mountains, and large rewards 
were offered for his apprehension. His three 
companions were desperate men, and bloody 
work could have been done. In some way 
Oapt. J. B. Hume, chief of the Welis-Fargo 
Express Co.’s Detectives obtained 3 
clue as to the whereabouts of Thorne and fol- 
lowed bim East. Last Wednesday he located 
Thorne and Shim in Chicago. He went to 
Pinkerton headquarters, and was 
given five detectives. With these 
men Hume surrounded the fugitives 
as they lay asleep and manacied them before 
they could offer the least resistance. Yester- 
day the prisoners were taken before Justice 
Lyon in Chicago and were formally bound 
over as fuxitives from justice in order 
that they might be held 
the arrival of proper requisition 
papers. The prisoners admit their 
identity and take matters very cooly. They 
even agreed to go back without papers. It is 
believed that they are only watching for a 
chance to break for liberty, as both have 
boasted that they would never die in prison. 
Guards will be sent from San Quentin to take 
the men back.

THE FREE TRADERS FORMALLY ASK R. o. 
NELSON TO RUN FOR CONGRESS. 


He Takes the Matter Under Advisement but 
Promises an Early Decision—The Situ- 
ation in the Eighth District—Politics and 
the G. A. R.—Mr. Redgers’ Circular—Gen- 
eral Political News. — 


At ll o’clock this morning Mr. N. O. Nelson 
was formally notified of his nomination for 
Congress as the representative of the free 
trade sentiment of the Ninth District. 
The notification was presented dy 
the committee of the organization 
which Ciroulated the petitions and gathered 
the names necessary to get Mr. Nelson’s name 
on the ticket. Mr. Nelson read the notifica- 
tion and sald he would give the matter due 
consideration before giving his decision. By 
to-morrow it is expected that he will send a 
written reply to the request of the 
free traders to make the race for Congress on 
that platform. Mr. Nelson declined to state 
what he would do until he had thoroughly de- 
cided and had hisanswer ready for the gen- 
tlemen who presented him the notification. 

Opinion is divided as to what answer Mr. 
Nelson will give, but the impres- 
sion is growing stronger that he will 
decline and ask the withdrawal of his name. 
It he follows this course he will fully explain 
his reasons to the free traders and will in the 
same connection, it is believed, set forth his 
views on the tariff question. Much interest is 
centered in his decision by the leaders on 
both sides, and when itis definitely given i¢ 
will relieve the suspense of more than a few 
political leaders. 


Assessing the Candidates. 


The Democratic City Com mittee has fixed 
the assessments of the candidates and Treas- 
urer Edmunds will soon have the sinews 
that are considered 80 essential to 


the management of the campaign. The 
committee bag been less grasping 
in its levy on the candidates 
than the Republican organizatiop which de- 
manded nearly 4 per cent from every candi- 
date.

Suite for False Naturalization. 


District Attorney George D. Reynolds has 
filed 140 new suits against aliens who claim to 
be citizens of the United States under decrees 
of naturalization fraudulently procured in the 
Court of Ciiminal’ torrection and Criminal 
Court in the fall of 1888. These aliens 
are registered voters, and a large percentage 
of them may vote at the next election, though 
most ofthem will subsequently be enjoined 
from claiming to be citizens by the United 
States Circuit Court, in which the suits have 
been filed. Neariy one hundred aliens fraud- 
ulently naturalized have been deprived of 
their certificates in a similar proceeding, and 
the District Attorney expects to proceed 
against a larger number.

DICKINSON’S SCHEME. 


OF THE WORLD’S FAIR BUILDING. 


The Secretary Proposes a Great Interstate 
and Interzational Military Eacampment 
and Band Tournament—Crack Military 
Organizations and the Finest Bands to 
Compete for Prizes. 


CurcaGo, III., Oct. 17.—Secretary Dickinson 
of the Worild’s Columbian Exposition has 
prepared an elaborate plan for the exercises 
and ceremonies for the dedication of the 
World’s Fair building on Oct. 12, 1892. The 
Secretary’s scheme will be presented to the 
Committee on Ceremonies, which meets on 
Saturday. As the plan has received the in- 
dorsement of each member of the commission 
it will doubtless be adopted. Mr. Dickinson 
proposes to give onthe grounds and in the 
buildings a great interstate and international 


He would have the exercises begin on the 
first Monday in October and conclude a few 
days after October 13, making that day the 
great event. He thinks that one day’s 
festivities would not draw a complete repre- 
sentation from each State, and that the cele- 
bration would not be fit. The plan suggested, 
Mr. Dickinson believes, will bring together 
ailthe crack military organizations and the 
finest bands in the country, and make it the 
greatest military and musical event of the 
age. He calculates that it would bea finan- 
cial success. He figures the daily attendance 
at 100,000 to 200,000, and the total admission at 
1,000,000 to 2,000,000, which, at 60 cats a head, 
would bring a handsome sum, and Mr. Dick- 
inson estimates not less than $150,000 above 
the expenses. In a dictated interview 
THE SECRETARY SAYS: 

4 Several of the leading representatives of 
the National Guard of the various States have 
already suggested a great military encamp- 
ment duriag the six months of the World’s 
Fair, but the officers of the exposition will be 
so occupied in arranging for the innumerable 
exhibits of the products and Industries of the 


soil, mines and sea from all over the world 
and supervising the civic departments and 
attraetions of the fair that they would not be 
able to give a military encampieent duri 
the fair the proper recognition that it shou) 
have. It is on this account that it ie sug- 
gested that this great military show and band 
contest be given at the dedication celebration 
and be made atrictly military and 
musical, having no industrial par- 
ades oF civic shows during the 
dedication, as they more appropriately 
belong to the Exposition. The Executive 
Committee of the local directory wili prob- 
ably be asked to consider the advisability of 
adopting this plan as a basis for the dedication 
ceremonies and to agree to offer $100,000 for 
prizes for the military companies and bands 
of music to compete for and to agree to set 
aside $100,000 forthe preliminary expenses in 
preparing for this celebration, requesting at 
the same time that a committee of the direc 
tory be appointed to co-operate with the Na- 
tional Commission’s Committee on Ceremon- 
les and that the two committees recommend a 
general manager to be appointed by the di- 
rector general. 

THE BEST MILITARY TALENT. 

„After these two committees have con- 
ferred, fully mapped out plans and chosen 
proper officers and agents to arrange for 
these dedication ceremonies, it is suggested 
that a meeting be held in Chicago at an early 
date of the best military talent in the couatry 
among the National Guard and the United 
States Army, say a gathering of forty or fifty 
men for a week who will prepare the pros- 
pectus ofthe military encampment and aiso 
the military prise list. After the prospectus 
and prize list have been sent out to the mit- 
tary companies of this country and to forefgn 
Governments, the joint committee can then 
engage the services of a musical di- 
rector, a man of recognized genius amon 
musicians, who can invite a fes ot the grea 
band masters of the world, like Glimore and 
others, to come to this city and prepare the 
prize list for the great band contests, toget 
with the prospectus which will be sent out to 
all the bands of the world. Such a celebration

THE CENSUS DISCREDITED. 

The latest reports of the Census Bureau 
cut down its previous. estimates of the 
population of the United States to 63, 50, 
000. This admits an increase of only 2 
per cent for the last decade, or less than 
for any preceding decadé except the one 
which included the war. 

In the face of a larger immigration 
(5,500,000) than any former decade, this 
falling off from the average incréase of 
34.5 per cent for seven former decades 
implies an incredible falling off in the 
natural increase of our population. No- 
body believes that there has been any 


i such falling off. There has been no 


fatal epidemic or war to account for it. 
No vital statistics have anywhere indi- 
cated such an increase of the death rate 
or decrease of the birth rate ds might ac- 
count for it. 

The natural conclusion is that this cen- 
sus job has been botched so badly that it 
is utterly discredited by its own figures. 
Texas declares that the enumeration 
which gives her an increase of only 40 per 
cent is an attempt to deprive her of sev- 
eral additional members of Congress 
which a true count would give her for the 
next ten years, and a number of States 


will join Texas in protesting against the 


outrage of basing legislation, taxes and 
representation upon the figures of this 
census. 

Congress can easily provide for a better 
enumeration. The people of all parties 
are denouncing the Porter enumeration 
as a fiasco or a fraud, and if it is either 
there should be no attempt to base a re- 
apportionment upon such returns.

PORTER ON LEGISLATION. 

CuicaGo, III., Oct. 17.—The annual report of 
the Chicago & Eastern lilinois road for the

$240,770; -dividemds, $188,956; balance of net 
income, $106,814. Chairman H. H. Porter, in 
the report, speaks of conflicting questions in 
the work of Congréss and various State Legis- 
latures, and adds:

Under these conditions I venture the 
belief that no body of railroad officiais whose 
road runs into two or more States can con- 
form to all the laws of the States and the Gen- 
eral Government at the same time, and hence 
many such laws must prove dead letters. In 
my judgment, if the railroads of the United 
States could and would try to carry out in its 
entirety the interstate commerce law, as now 
interpreted by the Raliroad Commission, 

result would soon be shown 
1 possiple benefit to 4 
the strongest and best trunk 
lines, a great injury to the people as a whole, 
and bankruptey to a majority of the com- 
panies. Consequently it should be, as early 
as practicable, amended. Ithink the publie 
is tiring in the vigor of ite unconscious perse- 
cution of. railroad properties aad raliroad 
management, and has begum to realize that 
the trouble is, at least in part,in the con- 
ditions and not in the management. When 
this is fully understood we may hope for bet- 
ter results. The American people, as a rule, 
aet right in time on any question, 
but they are apt to make a pretty 
lively destruction of individual investments 
while Fyne. around to this int. 
Railroad properties bave suffered serivusly 
and enjee ty up to now, and it may be that 
the change is coming soon. If every reliroad 
employe and stockholder of this road will do 
what he can to bring about this better condi- 
tion of affairs, he will do something toward 
helping his own interest, and I believe more 
in helping the genera! interest of the country, 
for the safety of the lives of the passengers, 
the interest of the shippers and the wages 
ofempioyes are dependent upon the vigor 
and prosperity of the rajiroads.’’

WASHINGTON, D. C,, Oct. 17.—In view of the 
wide publication of the story of the flight of 
Sister Sophie from the so-called Red Cross 
Hospital in Cincinnati, and her subsequent 
marriage in Chicago, areporter called upon 
Miss Clara Barto. to-day to ascertain in what

Miss Barton, during the course of further 
conversation, said: ‘*The Red Cross is an 
organization, national and international, be- 
longing to the governments of the world; its 
sign and namein this country are the prop- 
erty of the United States, and whatever par- 
ties or persons make use of either without the 
permission of the Governmest or its accred- 
ited age do so in spite of rightful posses- 
sion. the best of our knowledge no such 
permission in this case has n asked or 
granted; and the methods of the institution

A KIRKWOOD DIVORCE CASE GIVES PUB- 
LICITY TO A SAD TALE. 


The Preceedings Begun by Mrs. Annie D. 
Flemieg Against Alfred W. Fleming for 
Legal Separation—A Great Grief and Its 
Awtal Consequences—A Case Which Is 
Agitating a Suburb. 


A suit for divorce on the ground of desertion 
and cruel treatment has been “begun ia the 
Circuit Court of St. Louis County by Mrs. 


Annie D. Fleming against Alfred W. Fleming, 


her husband. 

The parties to the suit are Kirkwoed people. 
Mr. Fleming isa very wealthy man, supposed 
to be worth at least $250,000. Both are past 
middle age and until the beginning of the 
troubles now culminating in divorce pro- 
ceedings were exceedingly prominent in 
Kirkwood, deservedly numbering as their 
friends the best citizens of that exclusive iittle 
suburban town. , 

The progress of the Fleming divorce case 
through the County Court will lift the vel 
from one of the saddest and strangest stories 
of family unbappiness ever revealed to the 
public gaze. The story is nota sensation, it 
is a tragedy; one of those hideous experiences 
that come into some lives and blight and scar 
them until they are not worth the liv- 
ing. Charging a husband with abandoning 
and mistreating his wife, the suit will 
bring to light an inetance of the 
total wreck of a once happy home; of a bur- 
den of sorrow and sbame borne by a husband 
for years in noble silence; of an awful sur- 
render by a wife to a fatal and apparently dis- 
eased and uncontrollable appetite for drink; 
of a weird and uncanny entrance into the 
realms of spiritualism; all arising from a 


cause that by its very tenderness touches the 
keenest sympathies of those who hear the 
story. 

A STORY KNOWN FOR YEARS. 

Among Kirk wood people the facts in the 
case have been known for years, and the di- 
vorce proceedings just instituted, as a final 
chapter to the mournful life story of the 
Fieming family, bring no element of surprise 
into the affait. They merely serve to unloose 
the flood of comment ana dis- 
cussion upon as gaunt and gbastly a 
specimen of the skeleton in the closet’’ 
asever stood grinning in the sudden light of 
day. With the bond of secrecy removed by 
the institution of the suit for divorce, the 
story of the Flemings has been the absorbing 
topic of Kirkwood gossip for the past two 
days, the case having been entered in the 
County Court on Wednesday last. As told to 
the PosTt-DISP Aron by a prominent citizen of 
that town, a man who still stands 
loyal in his friendship to the 
husband, and who speaks of the wife only 
with the deepest sorrow, every word of the 
strange relation is so instinct with the sad- 
ness of the theme that ite very telling causes 
a shadow of melancholy te depress the listen- 
er’s soul. 

A WEALTHY AND HAPPY FAMILY. 

About ten years ago the Fieming family fret 
occupied the beautiful residence that now 
constitutes the family home, standing near 
the Manchester and Denny roads, a mile 
north of Kirkwood. Wealthy, cultured, 
happy and hospitable, they at once took their 
stand among the teaders of local society. 
They had been married since 1871, Mrs. 
Fleming having been before thas marriage a 
Mrs. Foster of Philadeipbia, ‘Pa. Shé was a 
handsome lady, brigat, vivacious and devoted 
to her husband. Mr. Fleming 

thoroughly educated gentlemas, 
had inherited A large fortune, 4 
part of which consistedin a heavy holding of 
property in Mine La Motte, which he subse- 
quently sold for almost a princely sum. He 
was fond and proud of his wife, anddelighted 
in entertaining,as much for ber pleasure as bis 
own. Their home is still described by Kirk. 
wood neopie as having been a most charmin 
place te visit, both on account of the «enia 
hospitality of Mr. and Mrs, Fleming, 
and because of Its own beauty. 
A meguificent conservatory and greenhouses, 
spacious grounds, splendid drives and invit- 
ing walks were kept up with a profuse ex- 
penditure of money, while the interior of the 
residence was all that cultivated taste and 
wealth could make it. 

AN IDOLIZED DAUGHTER. 

With Mr. and Mrs. Fleming lived the daugh- 
ter ofthe latter by her first husband. Tne 
young girl was just entering into the 
first flush of beautiful maidenhood, and 
besides being possessed of an unusual degree 
of personal beauty, bad alsoa lovable char- 
acter that endeared her to all who knew her, 
May Fieming, she baving been adopted by 
her stepfather and taking his name, was be- 
loved by him as though she were in reality bis 
own daughter, and was idolized by her 
mother, With everyjgift of fortune at her com: 
mand,the young gir! stood upon the thresbboid 
of a woman’s life and looked into a future 
that was witbout a cloud. It was a future, 
however, that she was nevertoreach. When 
about 18 years of age, she died, after long 
suffering. With her death began the tragedy 
of the F ome 

During the daughter’s illness Mrs. Fleming, 
with a mother’s love overstepping all other 
considerations, had insisted on taking 
entirely on herself the long watching 
and waiting at the sick girl’s bedside. It was 
a giant task, and during its continuance the 
mother was forced to take stimulants to keep 
her equal to the almost sleepiess vigii made 
recessary. She continued their ase afterward, 
and the babit fastened upon her until, it is 
said, she surrendered completely to its mas- 


tery. 
DABBLING IN SPIRITUALISM. 

Shortly after the daughter’s death, Mr. and 
Mrs. Fleming began to dabbiein spiritualism. 
They owned a lovely summt home at Clin- 
ton, Ia., which was also the annual mesting 
place of a national body of spiritualists. Be- 
ginning with the usual ‘‘investigation’’ into 
that realm of phantasms, the couple finally 
became converted tothe doctrines of spirit- 
valism and openly embraced its faith. Dur- 
ing their asscciation with the spiritual- 
iste at Clinton beth husband and wife 
also became deeply interested in a 
young medium“ by the name of Aokeriey, 
who is described as being a quiet and gentie- 
— fellow of about 30 years ofage. Mr. 
Fleming finally offered Ackerley a salary, 
stated to be $100 per month, to make bis home 
for life with himself and wife. The offer was 
accepted, and for some years past the ‘‘me- 
dium“ bas been one of the Fleming house- 
hold. He tis living at the ning Soe now 
which is still occupied by Mre. Fleming, but 
which was deserted by her husband in Oe 
tober, 1889. 

COMMUNING WITH A DAUGHTER'S SPIRIT. 

Every night for at least a year, it is sald, 
Ackerly, the ‘‘medium’’ used his spiritualist 
power for the benefit of the Flemings. e 
was 0 Seep — about the use demande of 
it by the bereaved couple which alene res- 
cues it from the grotesqueness associated 
with such performances in the public mind. 
Ackerly’s ‘*power’’ was exercised solely in 
materializing the oper of May Fleming, the 
beloved dead daughter.

the parents saw, or believed they saw, the 
— body of their daughter every 
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the institution of the divorce suit. Mr. Flem- 

ing abandoned bis wife and home a year 2 
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id not be allowed 
to make her home with them. 

As to what will become of the *‘Medium’’ 
Acketiey, or what part he has played in the 
domestictragedy of the Fiemings, nothing is 
Known. He is atill living at the Fleming 
homestead, and one ofthe most remarkable 
features of the whole story is that Mr. Flem- 
ing is said to huve n adopted him as 
his son and legal heir. he legal papers 
to such action are saidto be duly 
in the Cireult Court. 

TWO SHIPWRECKED LIVES. 

The divorce suit is set fora hearing at the 
November term of court. Mr. Fleming is liv- 
ing in obsoure lodgings in this city, his wife 
in the family home near Kirkwood. What 
will be the developments of the trial is a ques- 
tion that the trial alone can answer. Judge 
George A. Madillis counsel for the wife, and 
the husband has as yet taken no action 
toward answering the petition for divorce. 
But whatevor the results, the suit bas brought 
to light one of the most remarkabie stories 
ever told from buman experience. 


DEAD LETTERS. 


Seme Interesting Facts and Valuable Sug 
gestions About Mail Matter. 


Postmaster Harlow has secured from the 
Post-office Department a circular on the sub- 
ject of the Dead Letter“ office which gives 
some very interesting facts and some valuable 
suggestions as to the manner of sending mail 
matter, to assure its delivery and to avoid 
having it sent to the Dead Letter Office. | 

There are over six million pieces of mail 


matter sent to the dead letter office eacn year 
because of misdirection, illegibility, insuffi- 
cient postage and other causes. Of these the 
reater part are either not called for at the 
ree delivery office or the persons they are 
meant for cannot be found after every means 
bas been resorted to. 

When sent to the dead letter office the let- 
ters and packages are opened to find the 
names ofthe senders. If the name of the 
sender is found the mail is returned, if not it 
is either put away or destroyed. Every letter 
or package contairing nothing of serious 
value is destroyed. Letters and packages of 
value are held two years and then sold at 
public auction to the highest bidder. 

Of the unclaimed and undelivered mall mat- 
ter received at the Dead Letter Office during 
the past fiscal year. 451,000 were letters mis- 
directed, while 24,000 were entirely biank, 
bearing no address whatever. Among the 
latter were frequently found the correspond- 
ence of business men,of which a large portion. 
contained inclosures of money, drafts,checks, 
etc. 

Ninety-eight thousand were letters to 
domestic addresses, ‘‘held for postage,’’ to- 
gether witb letters, etc., addressed to Can- 
ada and Mexico. 

One hundred and sixty-five thousand were 
letters mainly addressed to persons in care of 
hotels. 

Forty-two thousand were letters to 
Aetitious addresses, and principally corres- 
pondence relating to what is known as“ green 
goods“ or ‘‘saw dust“ swindies, etc., many 
of them containing money with orders for the 
purchase of these fraudulent goods. Parties 
engaged in these fraudulent and unlawful en- 
terprises invariably doso under an assumed 
name, and when the character and business 
of such persons is discovered by the postal 
authorities, such matter aidressed to them is 
deciared ‘‘fictitious’’ and delivery withheld. 

Kighty thousand were percels of merohan- 
dise, books, clothing, needle-work, jewelry, 
Ste., many of which were misdirected, while 
others were without wrapper, having deen 
insecurely inciosed, and others from which 
the address had become separated and lost. 

Twenty-eight thousand contained money, 
amounting in all to $48,642. ° 

Four thousand had inclosures of postal 
notes in small sums under G. aggregating 


„800. 

Twenty-seven thousand were found to con- 
tain drafts, checks, notes, commerelal paper, 
Ste., ete., in the sum of $1,471,871, while forty- 
2 thousand contained paid and canceled 
obligations, receipts evidencing payments of 
money, deeds, mortgages, general misceliane- 
ous papers, te., etc. — 

Forty-two thousand contained photographs, 
one thousand contained articles forbidden to 
be transmitted through the malls, and eleven 
thousand upon being opened were found to 
contain lottery tickets, which, under the 
terms of the law, are declared unmaliablie. 

One hundred and sixty-two thousand con- 
tained postage stamps, and were laclosures 
to secure return answers to the correspond- 
ence which they accompanied, or were the 
remittances in payments of small balances, 
or accompanying orders for small purchases 
of merchandise, subscriptions, etc. 

Five hundred and thirty-one thousand were 
letters, and 41,000 parcels of printed matte, 
samples, etc., which had been mailed in for- 
elgn eountr to post-offices within the 
United States and failing of delivery were 
sent to the Dead Letter Office, and thence re- 
turned to the postal administrations ot their 
ropes countries of origin, unopened. 

The Post-office Department request es- 
pecially that all mail be directed plainly, with 
the fall name of the post-office and State 
written out and the address of the sender on 
the upper left hand corner of the letter or 


package. 
FAIR WEEK STATISTICS. 


The Official Figeres on the Attendance at 
the Fair. 


Itis estimated that there were abont 150,000 
visitors in the city during Fair week. Every 
boarding-house, hotel and furnished room 
house was full. Store rooms were full of cots, 
and the restaurants were jammed from morn- 
ing until night. 

The attendance at the Fair for the week was 
as follows:

HE Manual Training School 
of this city has a deservedly 
higb reputation among the 
citizens of St. Louis, but 
few are aware of the inter- 
est with which it is regard- 
ed in other States and the 
record which ut has made 
among similar institutions. 
Yesterday afternoon a visit 
was made to the school that 
proves that 88. Louls is ro- 
garded as the best point 
from which to obtain infor- 
mation as to tne proper 
methods of conducting institutions for the 
promotion of knowledge in the branches 
taught by the manual training school. 
DISTINGUISHED VISITORS. 

At 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon ex-Presi- 
dent Rutherford B. Hayes of Ohio, and Gov. 
James B. Beaver of Penaysivania visited the 
Manual Training School under the escort of 
Gen. D. P. Grier, who is entertaining Gov. 
Beaver. In bis official capacity Gov. Beaver 
bas had a great deal to de with the estabi ish- 
ment of industrial schools in Pennsyivania, 


and has particularly interested himself in the 
subject of institutions for the promotion of 
manual training, Four years ago he visited 
St. Louis forthe purpose of examining into 
the workings of the St. Louis school. He also 
investigated those in other States, and made 
a careful comparison of the different methods 
pursued. After spending a month or more 
in the investigation he reported that the 8t. 
Louls Manual Training school was, in his 
opinion, the best in the country, and three 
schools in Philadelphia alone, not to speak 
of many more in other parts of the State, are 
modeled on that connected with the Washing- 
ton University. 
A MODEL FOR PENNSYLVANIA. 

The success of the Pennsylvania training 
schools attracted the attention of the Ohio 
men, and it bas been decided to establish a 
number ot similar institutions in that State. 
Two or three already exist, but they lack a 
thorough equipment and an adequate corps of 
instructors. Ex- ident Rutherford B. 
Hayes bas been deeply interested in the 
project, and, at the recommendation of Gov. 
Beaver, visited the St. Louis Manual Training 
School — sas, The party was received by 
Prot. C. M. ood ward. and conducted 
through all the departments. Gov.- 
Beaver had made a thorough investiga- 
tion during his last visit but expressed 
himself as being greatly astonished atthe 
progress made, x-Pg@pident Hayes said 
that he had never seen sf complete and prac- 
tical a school and thanked k. Woeetware 
for the ideas he had given bim, assuring him 
that they would be of great value to the Ohio 
educationalists. 

GOV. BBAVER’S VERDICT. 

Gov. Beaver said: It would scarcely be 
credited by many Eastern people that they 
could find their best educational models in 
the West, but no one who has éxamined the 

uestion can deny thatthe St. Louls Manual 

‘raining School isthe parent of all similar 
inatitutions in the eres ol Of course such 
sehools have frequently en talked about 
and a few rather abortive attempts have been 
made to establish such institutions, but the 
practicability of the idea was first demon- 
strated in thiscity. It would be difficult ta 
say how many schools have been organized 
on the model of the St. Louis Manual Train- 
ing, Dut itcan be said that none have been 
started that are not lald out on its lines. But 
in some way the St. Louis school has managed 
to keep far ahead of all others, and to-day I 
do not believe that there is such an Institution 
in the country. The ambition of others should 
be to qual u. They cannot take the lead.“ 

W. J. Seaver of Tocoma, Wash., one of the 
commissioners of education of that State, 
will, within ashort time, make a careful ex- 
amination of the manual training school, 
with the object of establishing a similar insti- 
tution in the new State. ‘‘What we want on 
the Pacific Slope, sald Mr. Seaver, ‘‘is a 
class of skilled mechanics and superintend- 
ents who know all the details of their bnsi- 
ness.

AT CHICAGO. 


Dome Fifteen Hundred Women and Chil- 

dren Rush From St. Stanisiau’s Church 

During the Accidental Burniag of An 

Altar Curtain—Twelve Childree Badly 

‘ Injared—Five Certain to. ö 
Ashore, 


CHICAGO, II., Oct. 17.—A small fire at St. 
Stanislaus Polish Oatholic church on Noble 
and Graham streets this morning, caused a 
Panic and a score of children were badly hurt. 
Some ot them will probably die. About 8 
©’olock this morning the Rey. Father Vincent 
Barzinski was reading the usual mass for the 
school children, when an altar curtain was 
set on fire by one of the candies. In less than 
a minute all the flowers and curtains and 
everything inflammable was one mass of 
flames. Nearly 1,500 children, from 


8 to lS years of age, were assembled at the 


church. When they saw the fire they were 
panic stricken and made for the exits. All 
the efforts ofthe Sisters of Notre Dame, who 


, have charge of the children, to check the 


stampede proved of no avail. The children 
rushed toward the doorand rolled down the 


| Stone steps, followed by the crying and seream 
| Women that were also in 


the church. The 
children that came out first were the ones 
that were the most injured. They were 
trampled upon bythe women and children 
foHowing them, who seemed utterly without 
reason or presence of mind. An alarm of fire 
was sent in and the noise of the approaching 
engines, with tne ringing of bells, made 
THE PANIO STILL WORSE. 

In less than five minutes after the alarm was 
sent in over 10,0000 people assembled around 
the church while the panic was at its height. 
Joseph Gesek, a boy of 12 years, was the most 
dangerously injured and will probably die. 
He has a gash of sixinches on the right side 
of his head, the scalp is cut through and his 
skullis fractured. At Karsokowski’s drug 
store, 680 Noble street, several physicians 
were kept busy attending the injured chil- 


the injured .there was 

Stanislaus Kaminski 
avenue, who was in- 
jarea internally by a fall from the stone steps. 
he extent of his injuries could not be ascer- 

tained. The fre was quickly extinguished, 
only a small damage being done. It will not 
exceed $100. A patrol wagon from the Rawsen 
Police Station arrived and the police, with the 
help of the Fire Department, began to restore 
order. At first they met with very little suc- 
cess. It seemed as if everybody within a mile 
around was at the place, and the crowds were 
80 dense that a passage could only be made 
with the greatest ef efforts. After half an 
hour’s work the police succeeded in taking 
the worst frp to the adjoining drug stores.

ONE OF THE SUSPECTED MURDERERS OF 
HENNESSEY SHOT. 


Thomas H. Duffy, a Newspaper Carrier, 
Calis at the Parish Prison te Identify 
Autemon Sceffid!, 
Shoots and Wounds the Latter — The 
Wousded Man About te Make a Con- 
fession at the Time. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Oct. 17.—At noen to- 
day Thos. H. Duffy, a newspaper carrier, and 
brother of Prize Fighter John Duffy, called 
at the Parish prison and asked to see Anto- 
mon Scoffidi, one of the prisoners arrested in 
connection with the murder of Chief of Police 
Hennessey for the purpose, he said,of identi- 
fying him.

DYING DECLARATION 
at the hespital, and had got as far 
as (referring to the Matranga fac- 
tion): We knew Chief Hennessey aud 
the Provensinos were friends and we and 
Matranga’’ when a Catholic priest, Father 
O’Neii, was announced. That cut short the 
confession, and the dying man and priest 
were left together. As Seoffidi’s throat is 
swelling and his life fast ebbing away it is 
feared ne more of his confession will be made.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Oct. 17.—The assassina- 
tion of Chief Hennessey caused a great sensa- 
tion throughout the city, and expressions of 
regret are heard from every quarter. British 
Consul Defenblanque sent a note to Mayor 
Shakespeare yesterday expressing heartfelt 
regret for the heavy loss which the community 
has suffered by his untimely death.

Trade With Mexice. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 17.—In a report to 
the State Department on trade at Piedras 
Negras, Consul Fetchel says that although the 
expert values ef silver eres in 1890 exceed by 
$360,318 the values for 1889, the tonnage has 


decrease@q from 20,026 tons for 1889 to 14,844 
tens for 1890, a decrease of 5,182 tons; at an 
average of $6 per ton frieght from mines to 
frontier, this represents a large loss to the 
Mexican internal railroads, and a pote 
larger loss to railroads in the UnitedjStates. 
This decrease in tennage of silver lead ores 
exported is undoubtedly due, Mr. Fetvhel 
says, totwo causee: The increased valuation 
of the lead component atthe United States 
frontier custom-house and the low price of 
silver tbat prevailed througheut 1889 and the 
first nhalt of 1890. The importation to Mexico 
of American live stoc on a 

scale way be regarded, the 

sul says, as a new trade established 
within the past year. Experimental ‘ship- 
ments of live hogs from Kansas City to Mexico 
have been entirely successful, notwitnstand- 
ing the import duty of per bead. Mr. 
Fetchel says the sharp rise in silver has in- 
creased the purchasing power of the Mexican 
dollar nearly 20 per centinayear. The first 
effect of this advance has been to lower 
prices of Mexican manufactures. He also re- 
fers to the imitation or duplication of Amer'i- 
can trade marks of standard reputation. In 
Mexico, he says, those cheap goods covered 
by fraudulent trademarks are principally 
from Germany, Belgium and Spain. 


Impertart Cabinet Meeting. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 17.—An important 
session of the Cabinet was held to-day from 
noon until 2 p. m. It is understood that 
Central American affairs were discussed at 


considerable length, the whole matter of Gen. 
Barrundia’s killing and Minister Mizner’s 
connection with the affair being gone over in 
detail. Members of the Cabinet are reticent 
as to the result of the conference.

„»The America Cup is safe in the mean- 
time. There is no British-built yacht that 
has a prospect alongside the Volunteer. At 
the beginning of the British season the 
Thistle, under smaller canvas than she salled 
under at New York, was the British cham- 
pion; against yachts of her own class she was 
invulnerable. The new Iverna was not in it 
with her. In reaching and running the 
Iverna looked like a show alongside the 
Thistle. On the wind the Thistie whipped 
her every time. Tnere was great rejoicing 
on the Thames because the Laraus and Val- 
kyrie went to the windward of the Thistle, but 
when it was discovered that the Thistle had 
run off the windto put her canvas right 
there was not the same reason for rejoicing. 
After the Iverna had been beaten pretty 
squarely she was docked at Southamton, 
and when her American . 2. was 
removed it wasfelt the cutter bad been re- 
lieved of a transatlantic incubus. * * * 

„„ With any reasonable expansion of the new 
deed of gift not one but several challenges 
would be speedily on their way to New York. 
I have this on the authority of Mr. G. L. 
Watson, who has opportunities no other 
British designer has of knowing the feeling lu 
this matter; and I may add there is a remark- 
able sense of indignation on this side the 
Atiantic that an international trophy ‘like the 
American Cup should be under the control of 
any particular American yacht club. The 
cup, it is felt, belongs to the ee States of 


America and not tothe N. T. Y. 


From this it is obvious that Englishmen are 
still afraid te race under the terms of the new 


‘‘deed of gift. Their objections bave 
always been expressed in giittering en- 
eralities, and the instrument denounced as 


unfair and unsportsmaniike. The late George 
L. Schuyler was interviewed on this subject 
mere than once by the WORLD, butthe vete- 
ran yachtsman always declared that he had 
never seen any specific charges as to the un- 
fairness of the new deed. 

„It was preparea,’’ said he, by a commit- 
tee the New York Yacht Club selected from 
the most intelligent amd experienced yachts- 
menin America. Ireviewed the instrument 
carefully belore signing it, and would never 
have become party to any questionable ex- 
pedient to save the cup. The luategrity and 
fairness of the committee is unquestioned, 
and I decline to ever make any change.’’
